THE LOSS OF THE MEIKONG ~ 
(Oaloutia Englishman.) -“S 


Ths following ieee from. one of the 
passengers has | forwarded to un for 
publication :— . ' 


As I.belleve the loss of the M. M. 8. 

' Meikong will excite somo intorest in India, 
Tnend'you a narrative‘of tha unfortunate 
event...

About. midnight the vesselsst 
to the shore at Raxsallah, the low land 
between Cape Guardafui and a headland 
about four miles distant in a southerly 
direction. After grounding, the steamer 
canted round broadside on, to the shore. 
Tho passengers were awakened by three 
severe bumps, which brought them all on 
deok to ascertain what had happened. Two 
of the passongera who were on deok at once 
ew the cause, having noticed ..the 
proximity of the land some time before the 
ship struck. At once a scene of confusion 
and terror spread ‘throughout tho vessel 5 
the saloon was filled. with ladies and chil- 
dren, whose shrieks and cries added to the 
general dismay. On reaching the deck, the 
steamer was found leaning over towards the 
‘not more than

cwhilst on onr starboard we could discern a 


lowlplog coast, with the surf beating angrily 
upon it,” All this while wavea broke con- 
tinuouely over the Meikong, pouring over 
the peas Ae down the hatches and saloon 
skylights, which in the most unaccountable 
manner were left open. The first action of 
everyone seemed to be to secure a life-helt, 
some of these hanging in each cabin, No 
orders having been, heard or instructions 
givon, the--passengers were left entirely to 
themselves to assist each other a3 best they 
could, and to support and encourage the 
ladies and children. After some delay, 
three boats were consecutively lowered, by 


‘which a few of the malo passengers got 


away. The ladies: and children were not 
allowed to leave, in consequence of the 
of the coast, 
et the second boat a rope Was conveyed 
ashore, and made fast. The third boat 
alone tobarned to the steamer, full of water, 
and the sailo:s were hauled out of it by 
ropes. Out of the second boat, two: sailors 
unfortunately lost their lives in the surf. 
lt was ‘at this time the Captain decided to 
delsy the disombarkation of the passengers 
and crew until daylight, The four hours 
and a half. which intervoned before dawn 


ted | was a terribly anxious time forall on board, 


There seemed to be no order maintained ; 
no means, by casting the lead, or otherwise, 
was taken to discover the exact position of 
the vessel on the rocks, No signals of 
ml were oxhibited, aoe leas bane 
observed any energy, or leading par 

taken by any of the ‘officers of tbe Meikong 
to insure our ssfety, or to organize any 
means of escape ;. whilst all parts of the 
yersel were filled with groups of Chinese 
sorvants, stokera, stewards d&o., all seem- 
ingly bent on taking care of themselves, 
and securing their own property, regardless 
of the passengers, whilst in some instances 
cabins were ransacked. All that was done 
in the before-mentloned time was to bring 
one of the three remaining boats on board 
from the port to the starboard side. Dur- 
ing this time no attempt was made or advice 
given to save or secure any valuables or 
cabin luggage, nor were the passengers told 
to put on other garments than those they 
stood in, which in many instances consisted 
only of, night. i ‘om time to time 
the nea atruck and broke violently over the 
vessel, bumping her on the rocks, and ex- 
citing doubts amongst the passengers if sho 
would hold together till the morning. At 
about 4 aam.-on the 18th we were made 
aware, by a shout from the: party on shore, 
of the lights of a steamer approaching on 
our port quarter, and the Captain then for 
the firat time sont up rockets, and himself 
held blue lights over thestern.. Three guns 
were also fired, and wo had the extreme 
satisfaction of seoing our signals replied to 
by the Glenartney, bound from China to 
London, At dawn, disembarketlon com- 
mencad with oueamall boat, which was hauled 
backwards and forwards through the surf by 
means of the rope fixed on shore ; and thus 
all were ‘eventually landed in safety. The 
bg had in the meantime sent & boat 
with an officer and crew to sommunicate 
withthe steamer lying in the offing, makin 
signala, which, however, were not replie 
to by the Meikong. In consequence of the 
high sea running at the time, this boat was 
unable to-'reach the Glenartney, and would 
have beeu unable to communicate With her 
had not he ey Galland lowered s boat, 
and #o reached them when the sailors were- 
almost exhausted. ‘This boat was unable 
to return to the Meikong, and was ultimate- 
ly abandoned on the shore, the officer 
and crewreturoinigon foot. Tho passengers, 
on. losving the Meikong were prevented by 
the office’s from taking with them into the 
boat even the very smallest packages, such 
as small hand-bags, shawls, oloth<s, do. 
being sssured that all the baggage would

Bome time before the Capt. left the vossel, 
some natives had swam to and wore allowed 
on board, and were observed collecting and 
throwing overboard anything they could 
secure. Leaving this magnificent vessel, 
with a is here Me ay a 
passengers age, abandone 2g 
on a fatrly even keel within a hundred 
yards of shore, and in a comparatively 
amooth sea, to the crowds of Somalis who 
who. were now swarming over it, the re- 
mainder of the passengers, officers, and 
crew commenced thelr march across the 
burning desert which separated them from 
the bay in whioh the Glenartney was lying. 
Owing to the forethought and activity of 
some of the English passengers, some of 
the ladies and cl were carried In 
chairs lashed upon oars, which partly by 
bribes, ‘and partly by promises of money, 
they induced the phook stokers to carry, 
without which the ladies and children must 
inevitably have perished. Along these ten 
miles of soft burning send, under a scorch: 
ing sun, without water, food, orany means of 
suntenance, was to be seen a long straggling 
train of people, in many cases shoeless, 
hatless, and half-olothed (some in their 
night dresses) ; whilst those of the crow 
who ought to have assisted the weal and 
failing wore fully clothed, and carried with 
them their bundles and packages, including 
such trumpery as parrots, monkeys, do, 
It was a mont heart-rending right to seo 
tender gen’ some walking in slippers, 
half-dead with thirst and exhaustion, strug- 
gling for their very lives to attain the end 
of the journey ; aud too much praise cannot 
be given to those of the first-class passengers, 
who, forgetful of themselves, did all in 
their power to render sssistauce on this 
trying occasion. On arrival on the beach, 
we found the boats of the Glenartney ready 
torecaive and convey ua on board as fast 
as possible, and they thoughtinlly supplied 
us with fresh water,’ which was eagerly 
swallowed by one and all, Here we heard 


also of the sad news of the death by ex-- 


haustion of one of our first-class passengers 
of the first detachment, and also of that of 
the Commlssaire by sunstroke, At-length, 
ail the others having arrived safely on 
board the @lenartney, we left the bay at 
about midnight for Aden, where we atrived 
about 10 a.m. on the 20th, 
meantime experienced unezampled kindness 
and generosity from Captain Gulland, his 
officers and crew, who not only gave us all 
the food we could dealre, but gave clothes 
to those who were in actual neod of them, 
And but for thelr gallant and willing help, 
the loss of life amongst the passengers 
would undoubtedly have been -very great. 
The passongers were requested to meet at 
the Messageries Maritimes offics at Aden 
on the 22nd to hear a report of the Captaia 
of the Meikong read with reference to the 
loss of bis ship and the abandonment of the 
baggage. It contained so many statements 
which were not considered in accordance 
with the facts that it consequently was not 
eigned by. any of the English passongers. 
The latter, before leaving Aden, handed in 
to the Political Realdent a protest signed 
by a number of them, which contains the 
foregoing facts. ‘There are to be added a 
few additional statemonts. H.M.’s troop- 
ship Tamar pased Cape Guardaful on the 
evening of the 18th, 6 30 p.m, and secing 
the French ‘colours: and Company’s flag, 
which had been Jeft. fying half-mast high, 
she stood in, and signalled for some timo ; 
but receiving no reply, and being short of 
coal, proceeded at length on her way to 
Aden. On the 20th, in the afternoon, the 
French troopship Finésterre also passed the 
wreck, but lay to, and sent on board a party 
of men, with atriot orders to touch nothing. 
They found the wreok fo the possession of 
Somalis, who were feeding on the. sheep.and 
other live-stook of the vessel, The French 
fly drove them off,.and after ex- 

i arts, left the wreck, one man 
bringing with hitn photographic album 
out of the saloon, belonging'to one of the 
first-class passengers.

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A FRENCH ACCO 
,. OF THE “MBIKONG.” 

The following is translated from the Séma- 
phore de Marseilles. of the: 9th July, and 
is of intrest in’so far as it professes to give 
some portion of Captain Gulland’s version of 
the loss of the M. M. atx, Mekong :— 

‘On announcing to dur readers. the loss of 
the Meikong, with: the French, mail. from 
China, we have informed them ‘thot the 
shipwrecked People were rescued and.con- 
veyed to Aden by’ the British steamer 
Glenartncy: From. Aden the passengers 
were transported to Suez by the P. & 0. 
atr.. Zambesi ; then they crossed, Bayo by 
rail in order ‘to embark at Alexandria on 
board the M. M, steamer Said, due at Mar- 
seilles the 9th inst. On his passage to Port 
Said, the Ss of the Glenartney, Mr 
Guiland, made a report. on the oircum- 


stances of the salyago in which he has co- | Oredits, 


operated, which has ‘ben handed to ua; 
and from it we are allowed to extract the 
following particulars : es 

The BMei%ong went ashore on the Coast 
near Cape Guardefai on the 7th June at 
midnight, and in such a manner that the 
ship was at once recognised as irremediably 
lost. For two daya she had kept course 
with the Glenariney. The wind was very 
violent: and the sea very rough, the tide 
strong and the night voy dark. The land 
situated in the neighbourhood of Guardafui, 
low and always ditlioult to trace out, at the 
time was completely invisible. 

At the tims of tho wreck, tho Glenariney 
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was at a short distance from the spot, and j Ohin 


the Capt, declares he only recognised his 
true position at that momont. Having 
observed what had ccourred he immediately 
made his course towards the DMeikong, to 
render assistance. But the Captain Foache 
of the Meikong ‘sent him word not” 
approach nearer; lest he should run very 
great risk himself, and added that the 
passengers of the Meikeng wore not in 
immediate danger owing to the shallow 
water in the place where the ship ground- 
‘ed, and: it wonld be proferable that the’ 
Glenartney should anchor northward in the 
shelter of wind and seas, at the shortest pos- 
sible distance from the spot of the- disaster, 
Such was also the opinion of Capt. Gulland, 
who dropped anchor northward some miles off 
Point Guardafui and where he was separated 
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from the Meikong by the breadth of the end |. 


of the Cape, and which would be about 10 
or 12 miles, that is about 20 kilometres—a 
distance unleggily nite great enough. 

Meanwhile they had proceeded earnestly 
on board the Merkong to do all that could be 
done, The landing of the passengers and 
crew was effected by means of boats, but 
after every one was provided with life belts 
—a precaution for which much praise’ ought 
to be given to Captain Foache, who caused 
jt to be taken, because, according to Cap- 
tain Gulland’s account, only some of the 
boats would have reached the shore, and it 
is owing to their life belts that almost over 

asaenger-and men of the crew were saved. 
Fwo sailors who thought they could try to 
go on shore before daylight, and notwith- 
standing the contrary orders given by tho 
Captain of the Meikong, had their boat cap- 
sed and were drowned. Theso were t 
two first victims, and one would have thought 
that they would have been the only ones, on 
secing the efforts most devotedly spent by 
Captain Fouche and his officers; but there 
romnined to cross on foot; under a torrid sun 
and in the middle of burning sands, a. space 
of more than 20-kilometres, to reach the 
lace whero the Glenartney was anchored, 

‘aptain Gulland and his chief officer, Mr 
Gaosson, did not fear however to come across 
to meet the shipwrecked. It was during 
that hard trip that Mr Henry, purser of the 
Meikong, paid with his life the prodigies 
of energy, activity and zeal by which ho 
signalized himself from the beginning, un- 
der the eyes of Capt. Gulland. He died of 
congestion of the brain, complicated by 
sunstroke. He expired in the arms of Capt. 
Gulland under e shrub where he had taken 
shelter from the deadly assaults of the sun; 
another person, 2 passenger 70 years old, 
perished in the same way. 

Arrived at the end of that terrible voyage 
every one was embarked on board the 
Glenartney. Captain Foache, who bad been 
the last one to leave his ship, was also tho 
last to: embark on the Glenartney, leaving 
only behind ‘him what it was in no one’s 
power to'save. The Governmen. dispatches, 
and the registered letters’ bag, were, accord~ 
ing to what Captain Gulland says, conveyod 
to Aden. As for the remainder, even had 
it been possible to save it, it would: have 
Deon quite’ unadvisable to make even the 
attempt in presence of many hundred native 
plonderers, who. had ded themselves 
masters of the ship and who had not even 
waited its being completely evacuated before 
beginning their odious‘work. The conduct 
of Captain Foache and of all his officers: 
seems to have been above all praise, But 
the passengers of the Meikong must first of | 
all return very warm gratitude to’ Captain 
Gnlland and his first officer, Mr Gasson; who 
crossed twice that distance of 20 kilometres 
in the desert to go to the spot of the “ship- 
swreck and then come back. Capt, Gulland, 
although he was effecting 2 voyage whose 
running for the tea premium and in direct 
contest with another. English steamer, 
placed himself and ‘without. any restriction 
at the disposal of eae Foache and would 
accept no remuneration for carrying on to 
Aden the 250 shipwrecked persons of the
